SERMON

REV. H. H. ONEAL.

The annual union Thanksgiving ser- 


vice of Protestant churches was held 
Thursday morning at the First M. E. 
ehurch. There was a very large attend- 
ance. Presiding Elder Galaneer had 
charge of tbe service and Rev. King 
offered 
the 
opening 
prayer. Kev. 


itogers read the scriptural lesson. The 
usual 
Thanksgiving collection was 


raken up for the benefit of the Salva- 
.ionArmy. The appeal was made by 
3ev. W. U. Miller and Rev. Penballegon. 
The collection amounted to $1031. 
Sdusic was furnished by the choir of 
;he First. The annual 
sermon was 


preached by Rev. Dr. Oneal, who took 
lor his text, Isaiah IA , 12. His subject 
waa "Elements of Public Danger," and 
ae spoke as follows 


We could spend the time to-day ut- 


tering platitudes upon the beneficence 
ot Providence, or the prosperity of tho 
people, or their immunity from war. 
pestilence and scourge; or we might con- 
sume the hour in self-congratulations 
that we ore a great people, that our 
structure of government IB the fairest 
Fabric the sun ever ehone on, or that we 
lead the nations in the advancing march 
of civilization. All these are pleasant 
themes to discourse upon; and in all 
this there is abundant reason for devout 
thanksgiving to the bountiful Giver of 
all good. But the stern, rugged facts of 
our life as a people might well lead UB 
to other reflections. God is benevolent 
and gracious toward us, but s"me hand 
is lying very heavily upon us. The 
earth has brought forth her fruits the 
best she could, but long seasons of far- 
reaohing drouth have parched 
the 


ground, and stayed nature's proliUc 
hand. We have escaped war and pesti- 
lence and scourge, but disasters on land 
and sea, appalling in their magnitude, 
involving property and life, have been 
of almost constant occurrence. It is a 
land of plenty—we have goods laid up, 
in store and garner, for many days, but 
hundreds, and thousands of hands used 
to toil are folded and idle. No work 
means no money. No money means no 
bread. 
No bread means starvation. 


More than once in history such things 
have driven men ma-3. 
While we Belt-complacently say, 'let 


us give thanks,' thousands on thousands 
of our countrymen answer back, 'What 
have we to be thankful for? You can 
be thankful if you want to, but we are 
hurt.' We are the vanguard of twentieth 
century civilization, but scenes have 
transpired among us, and that without 
rebuke, which for savage brutahsm put 
o blush barbaric ages and peoples. We 
re a great people, but we need not 
oast. Another people, in our place, 
light have been as great as we. An 
.merioan -writer has well said: 'With 
ur vast territory, with our inexhaust- 
ble resources, of forest, river, Held 
.nd mine; and with the blood of the 
Anglo-Saxon 
race 
in 
our veins, 


t were 
an 
everlasting 
reproach 


not to be a great people." But we are 
;reat. Great in the history and achiev- 
aente ot the post; great in the resources 
md opportunities of the present; great 
n the responsibilities and possibilities 
of the future; and in nothing are we so 
great as in the perils which threaten 


ur welfare as u people. We are a great 


people. Sa were tbe Bomans; greater 
n their day, than we in ours. Yet 
tome knew not bow to keep the dizzy 
.eights whereon she stood. A gifted 
istorian of a later century found it to 


be the task of his life to trace the "De- 
cline and Fall of the' Roman Empire." 
"here is danger that the cup which 
isde Rome drunk may intoxicate us. 
. am not a fatalist. I have no respect 
or the predictions of spec-nistonane. 
ike DeXoqueville, who assumes that 
here is no permanence for democratic 
orms of government. I have no conti- 
lence in the dreams of aristocratic 
hilosophers, like Herbert Spencer; or 
he ill-omened vistas of old world mon- 
archists, such aa Lord Macauley. We 
may tall, as Carthage, and Athens and 
tome fell, but there is no decree of 
destiny that it should be so. 


We are able to stand. We are free to 
all. Our destiny, to stand or fall is in 
our own hands. I am not an alarmist. 
: am not a pessimist. I hope I may not 
>e thought a crank, nor a croaker, nor 
a prophet ot evil. After disclaiming so 
much, some may wonder why this dis- 
cussion to-day? To which I answer: 
The pulpit, the press, and all other 
forces which 
help to guide public 


thought, can render no more pleasing 
service to God, and no more useful 
service to the nation, tban to calmly, 
dispassionately, without the heat and

jaleof partisanship, or the froth of an 
effervescing enthusiasm, study the con- 
ditions and environment* of the country, 
and be prompted to a faithful discharge 
of the high and eacred duties of citizen- 
ship. Specifically, what are the dan 
Jters which imperil the nation's well 
ieing? Until within recent years we 
thought only of foes such as were com- 
mon to the nations of the past, and we 
judged rightly, that if those were all we 
bad to fear, we might reel in security. 
Among tbe forces that have hurried 
other nations to destruction are: 
First—Armed, foreign invasion. Brit- 


ain was invaded by the Danes and Sax- 
ons, Rome by the Ootha and Vandals, 
England by the Normans under Will- 
iam, the Conqueror. Tbepageeof hie- 
tory are crowded with the story of great 
peoples, and empires going down before 
the victorious march of hostile invaders. 


Second—Military despotism. 
Many 


a rising people, panting for liberty, have 
felt the iron hand of despotic power 
crushing them into vassalage and mis- 
ery. Such is the strange spectacle pre- 
sented by the empire of Russia to-day. 
America has nothing to fear from either 
of these sources. 
Third—We have contemplated with 


no small degree of apprehension a third 
dander, viz: The invasion of foreign 
emissaries in the guise of teachers of 
our American youth. There is danger, 
real danger, here. Wben un-American 


teachers come to us from other lands, 
with old world idess and prejudices and 
superstitions, lepreeenting *he most ab- 
solute monarchy on the face ot tbe 
earth, bound both son! and body by 
oaths and obligations, to render their 
first allegiance to an old world, and un- 
American institution, then let American 
patriots beware. Our safety lies in the 
most loyal support of that American 
idea, popular education, and that Amer- 
ican institution, the "Little Red School 
House." (Applause.] 


Fourth—One other source pf danger 


once threatened us—domestic slavery. 
No nation can long exist and carry the 
burden of human slavery. It led us to 
the brink ot rum. It plunged us into 
the fiery vortex of war. Five years the 
nation reeled under its blowa like a 
drunken man. 
The stars in their 


courses fought for us. The God ot Bat- 
tles was on the side of the oppressed. 
The nation emerged from the strife— 
saved. The shackles were stricken from 
millions st bondmen, and never again 
eball the crack ot the slave driver's 
whip be heard on American soil. 


Up to, and including tho war of the 


rebellion, we were able to guide our 
ship of state over all the rooks of danger; 
we successfully 
met 
and 
solved 


every problem 
ot 
difficulty 
that 


was 
fairly 
brought 
before 
ua. 


But times have changed. The war ot 
the rebellion was the end of an old and 
the beginning of a new era. Great 
changes have taken place, and great 
changes are yet to come. The America 
of to-day ia not the America of the past. 
New conditions exist. New perils have 
arisen. New demands are being and 
will yet be made upon tbe intelligence 
and the patriotism of the people. Let 
ue hope that we may be guided in the 
future, as in the past, by the God of our 
fathers. The uvila that most threaten 


to-day arise from the abuses of lib- 


erty by the people themselves. Noth- 
ing is more true in history, nothing 
more true in private life than this: 
Blessings abused take their flight. Long 
ago God said: "My Spirit shall not al- 
ways strive with man " Liberty spreads 
over our nation her aegis. She says to 
the people: 'I will bless you. I will 
break the shackles from mind and body. 
You shall be a free people. I will give 
you free speech, free thought, happy 
homes, and all your land shall be glad 
until the dsy that you turn upon Me. 
The day that you abuse Me and outrage 
my honor and prostitute my gifts to 
your selfishness I will forsake you. You 
shall be left to trample upon each oth • 
er's moat sacred rights, to wrong the 
innocent, to rob and oppress the weak 
and defenseless, and your nation shall 
go the way ot the nations that are dead." 
The evils which most involve our na- 
tional welfare exist, at present, only as 
tendencies. All greatest movements 
whether political, moral or social, pass 
through three distinct stages—tendency, 
development and culmination. In the 
first stage the movement is slow, long 
and unobserved, not understood. It IB 
the day of small things. The email be- 
ginning ot a great thing does not im- 
press ua very profoundly. If we see it 
at all, we see only its littleness. The 
traveller who explores the vast length 
of the Nile comes at last to the Well's 
Eye among tbe mountains ot Central 
Africa where the mighty river has its 
birth. Standing there, be la tilled with 
awe and wonder. 'Tia not the infant 
spring, however, bubbling from beneath 
eome rock that 
stirs his emotions. 


It is rather tbe full grown 
river, 


flowing from that little fountain, and 
stretching away in its 
magnihcent 


march to the eea. The native African 
who sees that springlet every 
any, 


thinks nothing ot it, for be does not 
know that the infant has a mighty man- 
hood far away. Bad tendencies are full 
of danger, not for to-day, but for to-mor- 
row. 
They are the infancy of a giant— 


they grow by day and night, by storm 
and sunshine, in fair weather and foul, 
they grow while men sleep, and while 
men 
are 
busy 
bere 
and 
there. 


Streams 
from 
the 
east 
and 


streams from the west pour themselves 
into the little rill that trickles down the 
mountain side. Its volume is swollen. 
Its power is increased; it moves out in- 
to the plain below. Again streams from 
the east and streams from the west pour 
their waters into it. Its force is aug- 
mented, its volume is still increased; 
and again streams from the east and 
streams from the west unite themselves 
with it, and now it has become a thing 
whose majestic movement is beyond all 
human control. It is possible to con- 
trol great movements while in tbe tend- 
ency stage. We may modify, change, 
correct, restrain or even destroy them 
before they reach the 
development 


period. After that it ia too late. Let 
ua hastily glance at some of the tend- 
encies in American life, which, if his- 
tory and experience may teach us any- 
thing, and which, if they be not arrest- 
ed, will inevitably lead us into great 
peril. 


Among these tendencies, I notice.

Are They to Become the ''Palladium 


of Our Liberties?" 


i»E THEY THE SUREST SAFEGD&RDS 


Of the Permanence, Throughout the 


Centuries, ol the Constitution, and 


the Best Guide of the Repub- 


lic in Civil Progress? 


WASHINGTON Dec. l.-Mgr. Satolli, 


the apostolic delegate to the United 
States, declared himself on the subject, 
of Catholic schools at a reception yes- 
terday morning, given him by the 
faculty and students of Gonzaga col- 
lege, in the hall of Notre Dame. The 
delegate was attended by the secre- 
taries of the legation, Mgr. Sbaretti 
and Dr. Papi. Several addresses were 
made to which Mgr. Satolli responded 
at length. His remarks were a eulogy 
upon Catholic schools, which, in view 
of the recently-expressed purpose by 
Catholic authorities in Baltimore to 
ask state aid for the schools of the 
church, may be regarded as significant. 
The delegate spoke in Latin, and the 
following summary of his remarks was 
furnished by Dr. Papi. 
After a grace- 


ful reference to the duty of Catholics 
to observe Thanksgiving day and to 
pray for the prosperity of the Repub- 
lic, Mgr. Satolli said: 
"We may be sure of this, that all the 


Americans (of whatever church they 
may be members, even if of none) rec- 
ognize the value of the Catholic school; 
they are interested in it; they honor it; 
they wish it to continue and progress; 
they have learned by experience that 
citizens educated in those schools do 
not fall short in knowledge and in love 
of the American constitution; that they 
do not lag behind the most progressive 
of the American people; that they are 
endowed with steadiness of character, 
with constancy of right purpose; that 
they are just, active, charitable and 
generous unto sacrifice. 


"Sucli, then, is the magnificent spec- 


tacle presented to America by the 
Catholic schools, not unlike the spec- 
tacle piven by the first Christians to 
the whole world in the early centuries 
of the church. How advantageous it 
would have been for the public welfare 
if they had favored the new religion 
instead of persecuting it and if they 
had recognized and fostered harmony 
between Christian truth and morality 
on one hand; on the other hand |iie 
spirit of social and public life. It vTas 
impossible 
at 
the 
time to bring 


about 
this 
harmony 
because the 


civil constitution was imbued with 
errors and superstitions, but it was be- 
lieved, with no good reason, that ruin I 
of the state would follow inevitably 
the disappearance of those supersti- 
tions. But, thanks to God and glory 
to the men who inspired the American 
constitution,, such a state of things 
as obtained in Rome is not possible 
here. And I will say that whoever se- 
riously meditates the principles of tin- 
American .constitution, whoever is ac- 
quainted with the present American 
republic should be persuaded that 
the action of the 
Catholic 
faith 


and morality is favorable in every 
way to the direction in which the. con- 
stitution turns. For the more the pub- 
lic opinion and the government will 
favor the Catholic schools, more and- 
more will tho welfare of the common- 
wealth l.e advanced. The Catholic ed 
ucation is the surest safeguard of tin1 
permanence throughout the centuries 
of the constitution and the. best guide 
of the republic in civil progress.

DEATH OF W. J. CONDELL. 


An Old and Honored Citizen 


Called Away To-day 


At Home. 


For Many Years a Merchant, Com- 


ing to Decatur in 1840— 


Tna Funeral. 


William J. Coodel], who had been a 


resideEt of Deaatnr Slty-three years, 
passed away in death at 630 a. m. to- 
day at h*a home, No. 1011 North Ohnroh 
etreet, attended by hie grief-stricken wife 
and grand-daughters. Death waa end- 
den and was caused by oanbral apo- 
plexy. The deceased had not been in 
good health for nearly twenty years, bat 
oooaaionally he was able to be np and 
about attending to insnr&noe and other 
business, He was down town Bitewdeyf 
ago, and Thanksgiving day he was at the 
dinner table with hie wife, hisjdaughter 
and grand children, and waa'lapparently 
in his usual health and spirits. He 
retired last night at his customary honr. 
Tbe boose is heated by a forcaoe. Ihifl 
morning Mrs. Oondell arose and pro- 
ceeded at onoe to the basement to revive 
the fire in the fnrnaoe. The noise awa- 
isned the old gentleman, and when Mre. 
Gondell went into his room he expressed 
a desire to get up and did so. Ha was pro- 
vided with alight and Mrs. Condell eup- 
plied his other wants, at the same time 
requesting him to return to bed nntil the 
house got warm. 
The mercury was 


nearly at zwo. 
Mrs. Condell went to 


the basement agiin to look after the 
fnrnaoe, and while she was there she 
heard a fall in the rcom occupied by her 
husband. 
Uevining that he had fallen 


again, as he bad often done done before 
she harried to the room to find him lyin{ 
on the floor nnoonBoione. May and Lori 
Oondell, the two granddaughters, who 
occupied a room np-stairs, were eallec 
below, aud while Mrs. Oondell horned to 
the neighbors to aummongthem, the oil 
gentleman expired in the presence 
May Oondell. Dr. Ira N. Barnes, the 
family physician was summoned to the 
house at onoe. He pronounced the deatl 
to be the result of cerebral apoplexy 
The death of Mr. Condell was a severe 
blow to the family. 
It was so sadden 


and unexpected, and yet it waa realized 
that he was growing feebler every day 
and that sooner or later he would be 
called upon to answer the final summons 
Daring the past few weeks ne compiamec 
of a severe drawing pain down the left 
aide of his head. 
Only yesterday he 


apoke of it to his family and to a frienc 
who had called at the house. 


William J. Condell waa born in County 


Oarlow, Ireland, on the 19th of Beptem 
bar, 1810, and when a ohild.of three years 
came to America with his parents,Thomas 
ana Jane Condell. His father waa a 
wholesale and retail dealer in qneensware 
in Philadelphia, where William spent hie 
bojhcuu dK>o. During part of the time 
he aided nm lather in the store, but at 
the age of 15 he cutne to Illinois and be- 
gau clerking for au otd^ r ' r i*her in Car- 
rollton, Greane county, *i.i, *.'.nin h« r 
teamed for two years. He tbeu \vvni. to 
Springfield, 111., whence he oarne to Dt- 
oatnr, about 1840, and opened a branch 
Rtore under the firm mime or Condell 
Joues & Co., of which he became mana 
ger. The mum house wfis iu fcjnnnglield 
After about live yen:s, in company with 
n fellow clerk, to purchased the business 
carrying it on under the name of Condel 
A; Stumper. Operntions were curried on 
in thia wny for twoyearp, ufterwhioh Mr 
ConJell purchased his partner's interest 
irjU wii9 nlone for ecnne time, but aa he 
h;ul ;iu exter;t:ivc trcde imd the manage- 
r:;yr.t \v;ui loo tfr;?:i!, for oce mac, a part- 
nership wtis fi^tjin formed and carried on 
r.ndt'r tl:H nani-,5 of titaiaper, EJilott 
Co.

gujjed in tiie milling business. 


The meruhaiidi&o establishment 


carried on under the c»me of (Stamper 
Elliott & Co., until, the death of Mr. El- 
liott, when the iirm became Stamper 
Quinlan & Co. Mr. Qninlan, however 
retired from the firm in 1865, and then it 
became Stamper & Condell. Inthomean 
time Mr. Oondell sold out his milling 
bnsineee to Mr. Shellabarger, who itil 
conducts it. In 1W5 the merchaniliee stock 
was divided, and, accompanied by bis 
sons, Mr. Condell removed to Taylorville 
where na engaged in merchandising 
Some fifteen years ago he took charge o 
the Connecticut Mutual Life Insurance 
company, and had done an excellent hue 
inees in that line. 
In 1845 the deceased was united in 


marriage with Miss Elizabeth O. Packard 
who was born in Koyaltun, Vt., March 
14.1827. She ia a sister of Silas Pack 
ard and n daughter of Silas andLydia 
(PaysoD) Packard, the former a native o 
Maine, and the latter of New York. They 
emigrated from the Green Mountain 
state to Illinois m 1830, in company with 
the Banting and .Dunham families. The 
father had visited this locality the previ 
one year and entered land. Six week* 
after his arrival, in 1830, his death oo 
curred. He had began a house where 
tbe Arcade store now atands, and this 
his widow completed, making it her home 
for some time. She then removed to a 
farm, where she spent her last days. Af 
ter the death of bar parents LydiB lived 
with ber gnardian, Joseph Williams, to 
a time, but afterward made her home 
with her brothers and sieters until he 
marriage. 


Unto Mr. and Mrs. Condell were born 


three children, two SODS and a daughter 
William, who died Nov. 20,1893, waa 
connected with the Board of Trade and 
tbe patent medicine and baking powdei 
business in St. Louis. Charles, a travel 
ing salesman of St. Louis, died in 1887, a< 
the age of 33 year*, fie bad married Miaa 
Lora Hall, a native of New York, who is 
also deceased. They had two children 
May, a young lady of 1G years, and Lora 
14 years of age. Tbe only '•emaiiiing 
child is Lain, wife of J. J. H. Yoang. 


Mr. Condell was among the oldest 


members of the Methodist Episcopal 
chnrob, of which he was trustee tcr gome 
years. He hae aho held other offices, and 
was a local preacher. He took an aotive 
part in both oantoh and Sunday school 


work, and did mnchforthe upbuilding 
ot the can**. Serially be was a Knight- 
Templar Mason, and in politics wa* for- 
merly* Whig, tnen a Republican, and 
ater a Demoorat. His lite waa weU and 
worthily spent, and his career wa* an 
lonorable and upright one, well worthy 
of emulation. He came to Deoator in • 
very early day, and for half * century he 
witnessed it* growth and progress.
